Seen as State Finance Aid 


Dunlap Urges Cut Georgia 
Expenses; Highway Funds 


Suggested. 
By The Associated Press. 

Remedies advanced yesterday 
for Georgia’s financial ailments 
ranged from a “cornbread and tur- 
nip greens” diet in public spend- 
ing to use of highway money to 
pay school teachers. 

A return to “the simple life” in 
government ‘was urged by Edgar 
B. Dunlap, Gainesville attorney, 
addressing the Ninth District 
American Legion Convention at 
Cornelia. Dunlap, who served as 
a lieutenant in United States Sen- 
ator Walter F. George’s successful 
campaign for renomination last 
year, asserted: 

“In this beautiful state which 
does not. properly care for its in- 
sane and its sick and is neglecting 
its schools and children,-we have 
a printed menu of all the fancy 
dishes, but there are no supplies 
in the kitchen larder with which 
to prepare them and no cook able 


to cook them. 
“Time Has Come.” 

“The time has come when we 
must recognize that cornbread, 
turnip greens and sow belly is the 
diet our pocketbooks can pay for 
until such a time as we may be 
able to industrialize the state «and 
then, teeming with factories and 
fat pay rolls we will be able to 
meet the bill.” ; 

Piecing together a composite of 
suggestions, observers professed in 
the meantime to see how enough 
highway funds could be gotten to- 
gether by September to pay the 
approximately $5,200,000 already 
due the teachers and have some 
left over. 

A source close to the house 
economy and efficiency committee 
suggested $2,600,000 would be 
available for the purpose in high- 
way bond refunding submitted to 
the voters of the state in yester- 
day’s election. Early returns in- 
dicated the proposal would be ap- 
proved. The committee sources 
said the money should be available 
to Governor E, D. Rivers soon aft-_ 
er the election results were defi- 
nite. 

In addition, a source close to the 
Governor said he was contem- 
plating withholding something like 
$3,000,000 in current road funds 
between now and September to 
pay teachers and aid the counties 
unless the legislature had made 
some other provisions by that 
time. 


$500,000 Surplus?’ 

This would make $5,600,000, and 
State Auditor Zach Arnold indi- 
cated there might be as much as a 
$500,000 “surplus” in the state’s 


| general fund at the end of the fis- 


cal year, June 30. Arnold said he 
thought whatever there was would 
go into the stabilization fund for 
use by the Governor as he saw 
fit. 

This “surplus,” the auditor ex- 
plained, would simply be an ex- 
cess of revenue over the $12,500,- 
000 the auditing department had 
predicted earlier for the fiscal 
year. It would leave the total still 
far from the $21,000,000 the legis- 
lature appropriated and would 
make but a small dent in the $8,- 
500,000 “deficit.” 

The Governor earlier in the 
week said he would insist upon 
funds being provided not only to 
pay the teachers but also to com- 
pensate the counties for losses to- 
taling approximately $2,000,000 
from homestead and personal 
property tax exemptions. He an- 
nounced he expected to have a re- 
ply soon to the economy commit- 
tee report insisting his “Little New 
Deal” could be financed next year 
without additional taxes. 

The committee report said the 
$5,200,000 back salary due the 
teachers should be paid but did 
not propose a way for raising the 
money. 

Program Attacked. 

As the Governor wrestled with 
the problems of the state, an at- 
tack was aimed at his program by 
15 Americus businessmen who pe- 
titioned their legislative represent- 
atives “to remain. steadfast in 
your resistance to what they call- 
ed the efforts of Governor Rivers 
to pile up more taxes on the peo- 
ple of Georgia.” ’ 

“Money has been squandered, 
the petition alleged, “by a mad 
spending leadership which has no 
mercies on we taxpayers.” 

Suggestions that highway funds 
be used for general fund purposes 
threatened a new break in the 
state’s already-tightened financial 
structure. The highway board, 
since April, has renewed few of

TAX LOSS GAUSES 


CONVICT PROBLEM | Stier 


Counties Unable To Care for 
Prisoners as Road Con- 
tracts Expire. 


Most Georgia counties are facing 
the same problem as Bibb county 
in caring for their convict road 


systems due to the fact that they 
have worked out ‘their highway 
contract allotments, according to 
W.L. Miller, chairman of the State 
Highway Department. 

Bibb county yesterday began 
working out plans for turning their 
140 convicts who have been work- 
ing on roads back to the state by 
July 1. 

The highway head said a loss of 
between 25 and 50 per cent of tax 
income through homestead and 
personal tax exemptions meant 
that the counties simply couldn't 
afford to keep the convicts. 

With but few exceptions high- 
way contracts have not been made 
since April 1 when Governor Riv- 
ers, by executive order, declined 
to permit county governments to 
do construction work with county 
convicts. 

Such construction work calls for 
the state to pay $1 per convict per 
day. Money from this source helps 
maintain the camps. The convicts 
are used mainly in grading exist- 
ing state roads. 

Under the Governor’s order the 
highway board cannot renew or 
close new contracts with counties 
for use of convicts unless the Gov- 
ernor’s order is rescinded or 
amended.

- You love to eat and you hate to 
exercise . . . but you want slim 
hips. Well, you can have your 
calories and keep streamlined with 
a minimum of exercise, providing 
you use the right technique. 

To be in proportion, the hips 
should be no more than three in- 
ches larger than the bust if you 
are a tall girl; and no more than 
two inches larger than the bust 


if you are short. Circle the tape 
around the largest portion to in- 
clude the derriere—it’s aj hips! 

Once you know the worst about 
this unruly measurement and the 
exercise movements that will take 
it down, streamlining is a cinch. 
The gluteus maximus, the mas- 
sive muscle on the back of the 
hips, is the one that brings the leg 
up and back in a swing from the 
hips. And how often do you do 
that in the course of a day? It 
just .isn’t done! And that, to- 
gether with too much sitting, ac- 
counts for the prepondeérance of 
bulky hips. | 

As a hip slimmer, this back- 
ward swing has no equal. There 
are three different ways of doing 
it and the easiest way—and the 
one recommended for the very 
heavy woman—is given first:

The hand contains 3 1-2 honor- 
tricks, but, that represents only 
the defensive worth of the hand 
in the event opponents gain the 
final contract. - 


STRENGTH IN NUMBERS. 


The distributional count of the 
length values in the hand are au- 
tomatically fixed. The value of 
the trump length is double the 
value of the side-suit length, un- 
less partner fails to raise, in which 
casé its value is the same as a side 
suit. 
| Until partner has refused to 
raise, every card over three in the 
trump suit is valued at one full 
winner. In the above hand, two 
winners are counted for the five- 
card length, to which 1 1-2 tricks 
are added for the Ace-Queen 
trump honors. The total trick- 
taking value of the trump suit is, 
therefore, 3 1-2 tricks or between 
three and four tricks, depending 
on the trump ace-queen finesse 
being successful. 

TRUMP SUIT VALUES. 
4-card length 1 trick 
5-card length 2 tricks 

 6-card length 3 tricks 
7-card length 4 tricks 

In declarer’s hand, four-card, 
five-card and longer side suits 
have definite values. No length 
value is given any suit of less than 
four cards. 

SIDE SUIT VALUES. 
4-card length 1-2 trick 
5-card length 1 trick 
6-card length 2 tricks 
The heart suit length value in 

the above hand is 1-2, plus the 
heart king, valued at 1-2 H. T., 
giving a total of one full trick in 
the heart side suit. There is no 
length values in the diamond suit, 
which, however, contains 1 1-2 
honor tricks. 

COUNT SIX WINNERS. 
Short suits are never counted in 

declarer’s hand, so the total trick- 
taking value of the hand is six 
tricks . . . 3 1-2 in trumps, 1 in 
hearts, 1 1-2 in diamonds. 

The playing-trick expectancy of 
any opening trump bid of one is 
at least four winners.

Glucose (otherwise called corn 
sugar, grape sugar, starch sugar, 
dextrose) is a form of sugar into 
which all starch and fruit sugar, 
cane sugar or beet sugar must be 
converted by the digestive en- 
zymes, for assimilation, It consti- 


ment in grapes (grapes also con- 
tain some fruit sugar (fructose), 
some cane sugar (sucrose), glu- 
cose or dextrose is the sugar of the 
blood—it constitutes nearly one- 
tenth of one per cent of the blood. 
Sweet corn contains considerable 
glucose—corn syrup is almost pure 
glucose. Probably more than one- 
haL. of the energy of the human 
body is derived from the oxidation 
or combustion of glucose. 

Whether sugar in the form of 
glucose (dextrose) is more quickly 
assimilated or more immediately 
available to supply energy than 
beet or cane sugar or fruit sugar 
(fructose) or milk sugar (lactose) 
or starch in any form, is question- 
able. However, many overweight 
individuals following a reduction 
regimen find that if they take some 
glucose, in the form of grape juice 
or perhaps a gumdrop, some rais- 
ins or a wafer or lozenge of dex- 
trose, an hour or less before the 
regular meals, they are satisfied 
with considerably less food, and 
hence the glucose helps the reduc- 
tion. Many persons find that some 
such ration o1 glucose gives a lift 
when they become panicky or dis- 
tressed from hypoglycemia (low 
blood sugar) in the long, long in- 
tervals between meals. 


Formerly rhysiologists believed 
that the fat of the body was de- 
rived entirely from the fats and 
oils consumed as food. More pre- 
cise scientific investigation has 
proved that body fat may be de- 
rived from both protein and car- 
bohydrate food material. The suet 
of beef assuredly does not come 
from fat in the steer’s feed. The 
lard of pork is formed largely 
from protein and carbohydrate. 
The present view of physiologists 
is that an excessive intake of car- 
bohydrate makes the individu." fat 
because carbohydrates are excel- 
lent fuel and nature burns them 
instead of the body fat. In order 
te bring about normal combustion 
of body fat and so maintain the 
fat storage at a normal level (for 
more or less new fat is being 
stored every day), it is essential 
to keep the carbohydrate ration 
reasonably low. 

Keeping the intake of carbohy- 
drate foods low does not meai. that 
it is advisable or safe to attempt 
to exclude starches and sugars 
from the diet. Even the overweight 
individual in training for diabetes 
or one who, after ten or more years 
of overweight, has actually devel- 
oped diabetes, requires a certain 
amount of starch or sugar daily, 
according to his tolerance as de- 
termined by blood sugar measure- 
ment and urinalysis.

If he’s lucky—the way things have been going—he is 
able to leave just before midnight to drive back home. 
He gets there just in time to get a few hours sleep and 
then must be up and at work again. 


Virtually the same thing is true of city fans. Most of them 
are folks who have to be up early. They don’t have as far to 
drive as their country cousins, but in most cases it’s midnight 
or after before they get to bed. 

There is nothing better than a game of baseball played with- 
out lost motion, or nothing worse than one that is drawn out 
by needless bickering. 


The club owners really are the ones who should be 
most.concerned about it—and the players certainly 
should have some concern in it, too. Because the fans 
are getting fed up on it, and baseball without fans is 


certainly no Sally Rand. It is too fine a game, anvway, 
to be killed by something which can be prevented.

A fleet of more than 50 private 
planes—one of the largest ever

RUMANIA SPEEDILY 


REARMING--CAROL | s:2 


Treaty Profits Go Into Na- 
tional Defense Program; 
Aggressors Warned. 


BUCHAREST, June 7.—()— 
King Carol proclaimed today that 
Rumania was rearming at top 
speed “to safeguard her own inter- 
ests” and that “we want peace but 
not at all costs.” 

Most profits from new trade 
treaties with Germany, Great 
Britain and France, he said, must 
be devoted to national defense. 

In a speech interpreted as a 
strong warning to any territory- 
hunting neighbor» the monarch 
opened his new. non-party parlia- 
ment, which he said was designed 
to end political turmoil at home 
and ,which no longer represents 
parties but guilds of workers. 

The Kingz said: “We want peace 
but with respect for liberty, inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity 
of Rumania. Ve have made great 
sacrifices for the army, as large 
orders have been placed for equip- 
ping our troops.” 

He reviewed achievements of his 
semi-Fascistic regime since he 
proposed a new constitution 16 
months ago, declared Rumania had 
been “purified of political corrup- 
tion” and that the budget had been 
balanced, and promised to mod- 
ernize the court system, build 
roads and develop industry.
